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did receive some presidential support today former president jimmy carter he endorsed his fellow southerner 
calling clinton an honest decent man who has been savaged by negative attacks for his part bill clinton today 
carried the fight to the current president george bush in the area of foreign policy and nbc's andrea mitchell is 
here tonight with a look at where the democrats stand in this area andrea tom bill clinton said that far from 
being george bush's strength foreign policy is one of the president's weaknesses clinton called bush's foreign 
policy timid rudderless and erratic toward israel china and iraq and especially regarding aid to the former 
soviet union the present administration has been overly cautious on the issue of aid to russia not for policy 
considerations but out of political calculation clinton proposed an aid plan similar to bush's and in direct 
conflict with many members of his own party i know it isn't popular today to call for foreign assistance of any 
kind it's harder when americans are hurting is so many millions are but i believe it is deeply irresponsible to 
forgo this short term investment in our long-term security clinton charged bush with being soft on china's 
leaders of abandoning the kurds after the war with iraq and abba destroying the united states historic 
relationship with israel clinton is not a newcomer to the foreign policy debate he outlined his positions last 
december describes himself as a committed internationalist in sharp contrast with jerry brown what do you 
think of jerry brown's foreign policy i don't know that it exists brown rarely talks about foreign policy when 
pressed he is an america firster saying foreign problems should take a back seat to domestic hills aid to 
russia you don't want to pour money down a rat hole foreign aid in general he recommends zero when i say 
if you have to choose i wouldn't put one penny over there i put every penny here when asked about aid to 
israel a big issue in new york brown recently softened his blanket opposition but still opposes israel's 
controversial settlements policy clinton on the other hand as the new 
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clinton on the other hand as the new york primary approaches no longer calls the settlements an obstacle to 
peace and is sharpening his attack on the president's middle east policy each day by repeated public attacks 
only on israel this administration has damaged its ability to act as an honest broker has encouraged the 
arabs to harden their positions in the mistaken belief that washington can or should deliver israeli 
concessions without arab concessions in return clinton's pro-israel stance is smart politics in new york taking 
on bush was also a chance to position himself for the fall campaign if he wins here and regains his 
momentum toward the nomination jerry brown found himself on the receiving end today he was heckled by a 
jewish audience in new york over jesse jackson his likely choice is a running mate and tonight nbc's lisa 
myers takes a look at brown's latest political ads former governor jerry brown of california this is what jerry 
brown said last september in denouncing the state of american politics serious discourse is drowned in a 
flood of savage 30-second spots and brief sound bites truth is exiled while propaganda becomes the 
currency of public debate but guess who now has one of those savage 30-second spots on in new york jerry 
brown and in part of the ad as brown would say truth is at exile and while bill clinton plays golf at a restricted 
all-white club arkansas remains one of only two states with no civil rights act now that's slick that's also 


misleading because clinton tried to get a civil rights law through the legislature last year another brown ad 
distorts brown's own record as governor of california against conventional wisdom he took california from the 
fifth highest tax state to the 24th again misleading the truth is that the main reason taxes plummeted in 
california is because voters revolted and passed a ballot initiative known as proposition 
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ballot initiative known as proposition 13. prop 13 was a tax revolt that took place against jerry brown's 
policies against his failure to deliver tax relief against his mishandling of the state's finances and proposition 
13 won despite brown's vehement opposition i really think that it is a human tragedy if hundreds of 
thousands of people are laid off to give corporations tax breaks bill clinton is using his ads in new york to try 
to undo negative opinions of him one aims to counter the impression that he is the candidate of the 
establishment i have spent my life fighting for change taking on the establishment to improve people's lives 
another tries to deal with lingering doubts about his character he stood up to the tabloids the false attacks 
told the truth and shown real character bill clinton both ads essentially reintroduced clinton to voters by giving 
them positive information about him voters know everything about the 3ms that is marriage marijuana and 
his military record they don't know the three e's the education the effectiveness and the electability so far the 
ads here have been tough but not vicious and they are positively tame compared to the political brawl going 
on in the streets lisa myers nbc news new york and john chancellor has been doing his own watch in these 
candidates john tom presidential candidates nobody loves the constitution more than they do until they open 
their mouths and then most of them sound like kings monarchs who can simply issue royal decrees the 
genius of the constitution is that it limits the power of the president the white house has to work with the 
congress to get things done but you rarely hear the presidential candidate say that jerry brown on public 
works jobs roosevelt started the civilian conservation corps i would start that as one of the first acts of my 
presidency he would start that brown could have said maybe i can get the congress to 
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said maybe i can get the congress to set up this huge new jobs program but i might not succeed bill clinton 
on health care in a clinton administration employers will be required to provide health care for their workers 
or pay into a public fund employers will be required clinton could have said i'll give it my best shot but it will 
take a lot of work to get the congress to pass this pat buchanan wants the last congressional pay raise to be 
rolled back by 50 percent does anybody think that president buchanan could order the congress to do that 
george bush makes fewer of these claims than the others because he's already president if he said he could 
govern by decree people would laugh but nobody laughs when the other candidates make these regal 
promises and the campaigns roll on with the candidates talking as though they're running for king not 
president tom thank you john new york state's unemployment rate dropped a fair amount on this final 
weekend before the state's presidential primary however that news is likely to be lost in the fallout of the 
bitter fight between bill clinton and jerry brown tonight nbc's andrea mitchell compares their domestic 
agendas bill clinton and jerry brown could not be more different starting with their choice of running mates 
reverend jackson has made this rally available and we're going to make him available as the next vice 
president brown's long-standing embrace of jackson could help with black voters but has hurt ground 
dramatically with an even larger group jewish voters clinton is trying to capitalize on that you know my 
opponent governor brown the other day in an attempt to get african-american voters in the yard to vote for 
him i think said it committed to put jesse jackson on the table on the economy their biggest difference is jerry 
brown's flat tax we're working through the best tax program we can for simplicity getting through the getting 
rid of the hundreds of billions of dollars in deductions independent analysts have backed clinton's claim that 
brown's 13 flat tax combined with a 13 value-added tax would hurt the poor and middle class and help the 
rich 
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help the rich by eliminating the payroll tax it could also jeopardize social security we know snake oil from 
good ideas when we see it and we're going to reject that on april the 7th on gun control clinton supports a 
ban on assault weapons but only a waiting period for handguns i'm not in a position to say that i would favor 
a ban on the manufacturer of handguns brown would go further to limit handguns the other day somebody 
asked me what about a five-year moratorium not a bad idea let's try it on abortion both candidates are for 
abortion rights but brown has said he's personally opposed to abortion clinton seizes on that distinction in a 
new radio ad airing today jerry brown told the san francisco chronicle and we quote i'm against abortion that 
is misleading brown has said repeatedly that despite personal misgivings he supports a woman's right to 
choose well personally i i've expressed some views and discussing with people but as a public servant i have 
always maintained the right of privacy and the funding under medicaid clinton insisted tonight brown has tried 
to have it both ways what he has done is sent out very mixed signals about how he stands on roe v wade 
perhaps the biggest difference between the two candidates is their attitudes toward government clinton 
believes it can be the solution brown believes it is the problem andrea mitchell nbc news washington good 
evening ferocious and unpredictable those are just two wars to describe the fight in the new york state 
primary polls now show that bill clinton is in the lead with jerry brown challenging him hard and today there 
were signs that the non-candidate paul tsongas whose name is still on the ballot in new york state could be a 
factor andrea mitchell brings us up to date good evening andrea good evening garrett bill clinton got kind 
words from the oracle of albany no outright endorsement but forgiveness for past political sins while 
remaining neutral mario cuomo made it clear that he thinks clinton is the likely nominee so i disagree on 
some issues i'm sure death penalty is one there is no uh there is no uh illusion there but as a package bill 
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illusion there but as a package bill clinton will make in my opinion a superb president the two men had not 
met since clinton was overheard calling cuomo a son of a who acts like a mafia figure on a tape made 
secretly by jennifer flowers has clinton changed his mind about cuomo after what i've seen in the last two 
weeks every now and then the governor of new york ought to have to be a little mean to survive in this 
atmosphere cuomo had also met with jerry brown 10 days ago some cuomo supporters have encouraged 
people to vote for paul songa still on the ballot in new york as a way of stopping clinton and opening the way 
for a cuomo draft zongus will be endorsed tomorrow by newsday the state's third largest newspaper but 
today cuomo said the convention won't turn to someone else there will be no broken conventions of course 
the overwhelming probability arithmetically mathematically is that they will be the first ballot selection 
probably governor clinton an already nasty race turned even nastier today when jerry brown lashed out at 
clinton for his negative radio ads clinton has demonstrated a pattern of deceit increasingly in this campaign 
this man is i don't know he's becoming the prince of sleaze one clinton ad zeroed in on brown's personal 
opposition to abortion ignoring the fact that he has supported a woman's right to choose yesterday afternoon 
clinton defended it but within hours he had pulled it off the air i didn't think that ad in the way that it was 
written made that point as clearly as all at all i want to be fair even when i disagree both clinton's also 
apologized today for remarks hillary clinton made to vanity fair magazine suggesting that the media haven't 
scrutinized the president's past personal life as closely as her husband's people were asking me questions at 
the time and i responded but nobody knows better than i the pain that can be caused by even discussing 
rumors clinton and brown will both make a detour to washington tomorrow to march with abortion rights 
activists a key group among democratic primary voters garrick 
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voters garrick thank you andrew mitchell well president bush will not address any message of support to 
tomorrow's marchers in washington as he has at anti-abortion rallies in the capital up until now in fact bush 
will be basing much of his campaign this year and what he refers to as traditional values particularly the 
family how does his record on that stand up john cochran looks at it george and barbara bush raised their 
family back in the 50s and 60s when tv sitcoms set family standards for the nation idealized families in which 
if father didn't know best then mom did and kids had to grapple with problems like grades and prom dates 
instead of drugs and date rapes some of the first family's dialogue reminds you of those innocent 50s 


sitcoms i thought maybe you weren't going to be about it 6 30. it's only 6 10. you know your father a constant 
theme in the bush reelection campaign save a threatened species not the whale but the family and we're 
fighting to protect our most basic institution the american family but bush's support of families is spotty he 
has been generous in supporting the preschool head start program but educators complain he has been 
tightlisted with other school programs and bush vetoed a parental leave bill forcing companies to give 
workers time off to deal with newborn babies and other family emergencies instead bush urged firms to grant 
paid leave voluntarily if they can afford it for working parents bush did sign a child care bill but only after it 
was watered down instead of building day care centers bush insisted on tax credits for parents who are free 
to employ relatives or neighbors as babysitters parents not some bureaucrat in washington dc knows what is 
best for the kids and now bush wants a new tax break for parents a reward that single people and childless 
couples may find unfair 
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and childless couples may find unfair i've asked congress to increase the child tax exemption by five hundred 
dollars per child and i want the congress to do it now with his mixed record on family legislation bush may 
have a hard time selling himself as the savior of the american family but if character and personal values 
become hot button issues this fall look for bush to keep talking about his concern for family values john 
cochran nbc news the white house reported by garrett utley good evening two days the big new york state 
presidential primary and today two more important developments paul sangas who dropped out of the race 
says he may get back into it following tuesday's vote results and bill clinton acknowledged new information 
about his draft status 23 years ago our correspondent lisa meyer is with us tonight and this again lisa comes 
under the heading of clinton credibility right absolutely garrick this appears to be yet another case where 
clinton did not disclose all the facts about a chapter in his life although questioned repeatedly about his draft 
history clinton never before acknowledged that he had received an induction notice three months before he 
joined the rotc program which helped him avoid serving in vietnam clinton insisted today that he never 
intentionally misled anyone i would gladly have told you this if it had even occurred to me that this was 
relevant to the story in 22 years this has never been the issue that anybody has asked me about i have not 
withheld this in any way deliberately in an interview with the washington post last december clinton was 
asked how he had managed to remain eligible for the draft for so long without being drafted clinton's reply it 
was a pure fluke that i wasn't called the latest incident is certain to raise further doubts about clinton's 
credibility only last week clinton admitted that he had tried marijuana which threw evasive answers he had 
seemed to deny for years and i have acknowledged that 
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for years and i have acknowledged that there was a pattern of omission there and that i did it deliberately i i 
can only tell you that there was no deliberate thing on this clinton wasn't the only one with problems today 
during another debate jerry brown had to deal with the story that while governor of california he awarded 
judgeships to lawyers who made big campaign contributions it's false if there's any implication that i was 
influenced by any campaign contribution i appointed 850 judges guess what they're all lawyers he knew 
comes to fundraisers and is in politics and gets elected lawyers adding to the turmoil today paul tsongas 
who's still on the ballot here he'll announce wednesday whether he'll re-enter the democratic race we'll see 
what happens on tuesday but i think it's not just a question of how i do but also how bill clinton does songa's 
got a boost today from the inscrutable governor of new york mario cuomo he'll do well in new york city 
astounding and new york state astoundingly well especially since he hasn't campaigned and he's declared 
that he's out he'll get double digits at least clinton still remains the favorite in tuesday's primary but this latest 
revelation can only fuel concerns that he lacks the integrity to be president derek thanks lisa well clinton 
brown will make a joint appearance tomorrow morning our nbc news today program still if a candidate if a 
candidate named none of the above were to enter the race he or she might do well at this point which brings 
us to paul songas he did well in the early innings of the campaign then he dropped out as we know now he 
may be coming back as we saw that he is even thinking of this right now indicates just how dissatisfied many 


voters are with a choice they face here's bob kerr in the last few days paul sanges has looked like a 
campaigner who never stopped paul sanders come on up here and he's done nothing to discourage efforts 
to get him back into the race i don't know even though he suspended his campaign songus's name 
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his campaign songus's name is on the new york ballot an option for voters who want to send a message i'm 
incredibly dissatisfied with both clinton and brown and i just want to register a protest vote what tuesday for 
paul songus don't forget to vote for paul songas for days songus volunteers have been on the street 
reminding voters they have an alternative sangha supporters found enough money to put this ad on a few tv 
stations the two active presidential candidates leave us with a troubling choice one who changes his 
positions with the polls the other no one believes whatever work you could do would be greatly appreciated 
songs headquarters in manhattan never shut down these volunteers hope to generate at least 15 percent of 
the vote enough for sunges to pick up more convention delegates and bring in new money the irony though 
is that the strongest voters they turn up may not want him to get the nomination but will use their songist vote 
for other reasons to use it as a kind of a write-in saying neither of the above and in effect saying we want 
another candidate to come out of the convention many voters like diane martin agree with koch and want 
new candidates not even tsongas martin says she's voted in every democratic primary since she was 18 but 
this year will be the exception if there's a low voter turnout i think that'll that'll really clearly indicate to people 
that that was a protest vote if new york democrats stay home in droves or if songus has a strong showing 
here it's bad news for brown and clinton it'll prove what many already believe that democrats are eager to 
consider other choices bob kerr nbc news new york one more issue for the fall campaign and all of this 
comes on the eve of the new york primary which has been the political equivalent of the civil war heavy fire 
at close range for what seems like years now and as nbc's lisa myers tells us tonight it is clinton head on with 
brown and a familiar name on close standby 
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and a familiar name on close standby lisa absolutely tom even by new york standards this primary has been 
brutal especially for bill clinton who has endured the political equivalent of a mugging trying to cut through the 
anger of new york voters clinton ended his campaign here with an appeal to whatever optimism they have 
left and if you believe your country can compete and win again and if you believe we can be one again then 
tomorrow vote for bill clinton and help me turn this nation around jerry brown again denounced clinton as the 
candidate of the status quo look if you're not going to vote for me yeah vote for zongas that's obviously my 
message over the weekend the songus boomlet appeared to gain momentum with newspaper endorsements 
and paul songas's statement that he might re-enter the race if he does well tomorrow clinton took a 
preemptive swipe at saugus economic plan this morning kind of across the board cut in capital gains tax and 
kind of another version of what we did in the 80s was rejected in those big states and now he gets the best of 
both worlds no i'm not at all resentful i just think he's in the race more troubling to clinton though is the latest 
cloud over his own head again this weekend he appears to have danced around the truth this time by not 
disclosing that he received an induction notice before he joined the rotc program which helped him avoid 
serving in vietnam i can tell you this i have never intentionally misled anybody about this although the latest 
revelation is likely to hurt clinton he remains the favorite here largely because of solid support among jewish 
voters at least 25 percent of the new york primary electorate a key reason jerry brown's choice of jesse 
jackson as a possible running mate jesse jackson is an outspoken anti-semites and i cannot see that he can 
be running on a democratic ticket and i'm amazed at jerry brown that he picks a man like that clinton is 
expected to leave here tomorrow with the lion's share of the delegates but also 
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lion's share of the delegates but also with more self-inflicted wounds tom let's talk about that tantalizing 
possibility of paul songus back in the race what are the thresholds for him to get in or to stay out if clinton 
gets below 50 and songs guts above 20 it's almost a sure bet that he'll be back in it's one more place for 


democratic voters to park their votes then oh absolutely and i think that the key tomorrow is what happens 
with songs all right thank you very much lisa myers tonight and over the weekend there was another 
demonstration of an ever more active role of women in american politics nbc's national correspondent bob 
kerr tonight on the developments driving record numbers of women into politics it's become something of a 
springtime ritual a march in washington for abortion rights and this year with freedom to choose threatened 
as never before yesterday there were more marchers than ever before half a million among them women 
who say they're new to political activism and planning to get involved in this year's elections for many 
reasons this year it just took on a whole new tone with the changes in the supreme court and the big 
elections this fall and the chances that we have to really turn the tide many women were enraged last fall at 
how anita hill was treated by an all-male senate committee after accusing supreme court nominee clarence 
thomas of sexual harassment within days this ad placed by a women's group posed the question what if 
what if women had sat on the committee instead how many of you are thinking about running in the future 
one result is that record amounts of money have been raised to help women learn to run for office and more 
are running than ever before barbara christmas for congress in georgia eliza townsend for the maine 
legislature and linda hogavin a republican who may run in florida regardless of how you stand on the hill 
thomas hearings i think it did send a message when the united states saw a full panel of white men judging 
the testimony of 
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judging the testimony of minority man and woman the thomas hill hearings and abortion rights aren't the only 
issues women see as advantages this year there are more open seats and there may be a backlash against 
incumbents women were encouraged when carol mosley braun came out of nowhere to beat a long-time 
senator in the illinois democratic primary and in pennsylvania lynn yackel is running for a chance to 
challenge republican senator arlen specter one of the most antagonistic questioners of anita hill and i 
decided at that time that i would like to retire senator specter yakel's campaign has drawn volunteers and 
contributors new to politics it takes money to win an election and if women aren't supporting women 
candidates we can't expect the rest of the country to do so maybe this is the most important year we've had 
in a long time everything seems to be right to make women winners now we're going to have to wait and see 
whether that really happens in november see if more candidates more enthusiasm and more money turn into 
more power on election day bob kerr nbc news washington this is nbc nightly news with tom brokaw 
reporting tonight from nbc news headquarters in new york good evening for bill clinton this presidential 
primary season has been one long survival course and tonight he expects to prove once again he can be 
kicked around and still prevail new york wisconsin and kansas primaries in a so-called beauty contest in 
minnesota nbc's andrea mitchell is here with me in new york andrea tom bill clinton was hoping that a strong 
win today would make him the presumptive nominee he may accomplish that but not without paying a heavy 
price the rough and tumble new york campaign forced clinton to lower his sights i win i win as a win even in 
the final hours the two candidates were still at each other's throats jerry brown compared my state to south 
africa 
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africa in an 11th hour mailing to the black community one of the more gutless things i've ever seen a 
politician do brown's campaign flyer proclaims white's only south africa no it says it's bill clinton's favorite 
country club in arkansas brown's targeting of black supporters was paying off for him in new york but his 
choice of jesse jackson as a running mate turned jewish voters a larger group against him can i tell you don't 
understand what i'm could i finish with i need to wait a minute still brown won't fade away he does radio 
interviews on the fly that's all political garble nothing stops him even when the press bus can't follow because 
the campaign didn't pay the bill at this moment i still haven't received no payment and my instructions are not 
to move the bus until i collect jewish voters angry at brown turned to clinton but many voted for someone 
who wasn't even campaigning paul songas he's honest he acts on his beliefs and we can believe him 
speaking to a business group today in washington sangha seemed to be holding himself out as a better 
alternative if you look at both parties the fact is that the message which i carried through this election is still 


up there for grabs but with a huge campaign debt he's unlikely to jump in if clinton is the apparent nominee 
what worries party leaders is that clinton's reputation has been even more damaged by the way he handled 
new admissions during the new york campaign such as marijuana use didn't inhale again last night clinton 
was trying to explain why he didn't mention that he had in fact received a draft notice the only reason i never 
say anything about here at the draft board before is they didn't make any big deal of it clinton's likely victory 
here may be a hollow one winning the battle but piling up many negative impressions that will be difficult to 
erase tom thank you andrea and once again john chancellor who's also here tonight has been looking into 
who voted and why john well we talked to voters in four states tom and they are still unhappy with this whole 
process uh of the democrats who had reservations 
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uh of the democrats who had reservations about the votes they cast today that was 65 percent of them said 
that 50 percent of the republicans we set up a kind of dissatisfaction index we want you to look at these are 
voters who want somebody else to run in 66 percent in new york among democrats 58 percent in wisconsin 
the numbers are much lower for republicans but in minnesota 58 percent of the democrats said they wanted 
somebody else and in kansas 60 that's a dissatisfied electorate clinton's honesty and integrity is not playing 
terribly well in new york uh only 50 percent of our respondents said they thought he had enough honesty and 
integrity in wisconsin 55 minnesota down to only 48 percent brown's jerry brown's flat tax proposal was seen 
as more fair only by the voters and democratic voters in minnesota today it was not seen as the best plan by 
voters in new york wisconsin and kansas brown's criticisms of the system however won great approval 
almost everywhere over seventy percent in most states should the president listen more to pat buchanan 
republican voters said yes to that question by two to one should ross perot be your candidate in november 
24 of the democrats told us yes on ross perot in november today 24 of the republicans said the same thing 
john the american voter is beginning to resemble a bride at the altar looking over her shoulder scanning the 
congregation looking for anyone with a man at her side and then many voters aren't even going to the 
wedding nbc's national correspondent bob kerr tonight if new yorkers follow the trend established in other 
states so far this year a record number will pass up the opportunity to vote i definitely don't care for mr bush 
and uh i'm not sure i trust clinton and i don't think jerry brown is smart enough so i'm stuck in most primary 
states voter participation is down among democrats and republicans 
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is down among democrats and republicans among democrats tennessee turnout was down 44 percent from 
four years ago connecticut down 28 georgia 27 texas and south dakota 16 florida down 12 percent illinois 
down slightly and turnout was off as much as 47 percent in the deep south where jesse jackson energized 
voters in 1988 in november elections turnout has been down ever since 1972 when anti-war protesters were 
in the streets and the country had a clear choice between a president who continued the war and a democrat 
who'd stop it governor clinton's arkansas these days the choices are less clear and the war is fought with 
attack ads brown hitting clinton and clinton hitting back now you know the truth and the truth is we just can't 
believe jerry brown i think that just turns people off you're on a negative campaign i guess candidate a okay i 
don't like him i don't i don't like that canada day runs one in retaliation against b and pretty soon the voters 
just plague on both your houses it began as the most substantive campaign in memory with issue papers 
and more debates than ever but it deteriorated he's becoming the prince of sleeves you call me a sleaze how 
dare you call me the princess leighs the washington wells i think the record new york times curtis ganz has 
studied voter turnout for many years and says the media is partly to blame for belittling candidates in 1988 
we had seven dwarfs and a wimp you know that type of cynicism that type of oversimplification tends you 
know to undermine voter confidence and in 1992 many americans who voted in every primary since they 
were 18 find themselves sitting it out preferring to send a message of dissatisfaction with their choices bob 
kerr nbc news washington nbc's lisa myers is here now with tonight's daily difference decision 92

had hoped for lisa well not yet tom never has a candidate's wife been such a magnet for controversy but then 
we've never had one cut from the same cloth as hillary clinton if hillary clinton weren't married to bill you 
probably would have heard of her before now she is that talented and that driven she's a stronger 
campaigner than most candidates thanks a lot i have no idea what george bush wants my daughter to learn i 
want a president again who will inspire the american students and teachers in this country to meet those 
national education goals in fact some in arkansas friend and foe alike say the wrong clinton is on the ticket 
she's honest and he's not he will tell you what you want to hear she'll look in high and tell you the truth 
whether you like it or not she's tough he's not she's everything he should be if he was going to present the 
united states that will not surprise those who have met hillary rodham clinton along the way her college 
commencement speech was a national call to action she served on the staff of the house impeachment 
committee chaired the federal legal services corporation in arkansas she spent four years formulating and 
enacting her husband's education reforms his biggest accomplishment those who attack bill sometimes are 
surprised by hillary as her husband's primary opponent learned two years ago he has consistently avoided a 
debate who was the one person who didn't show up in springdale give me a break i mean i think that we 
ought to get the record straight it's ironic to me that before you were a candidate many of the reports you 
issued not only praised the governor on his environmental record but his education record and his economic 
record by all indications she has had a greater role in her husband's administration than any political spouse 
in history and now a greater role in her husband's campaign when the jennifer flowers episode broke she 
took charge and helped rescue his 
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she took charge and helped rescue his candidacy you know i'm not sitting here some little woman standing 
by my man like tammy wynette when he won big on super tuesday she stole the show in prime time the next 
president of the united states although she helps her husband among some constituencies she also hurts 
him many women still are fuming over this remark i suppose i could have stayed home and baked cookies 
and had teas but what i decided to do was to fulfill my profession and to think that anybody would have 
believed that i was in any way showing disrespect to full-time mothers and homemakers was a big surprise 
to me and i regretted that she also had to apologize this weekend for her swipe at george bush suggesting in 
an interview with vanity fair that he had his own extramarital affair it was a mistake people were asking me 
questions at the time and i responded but nobody knows better than i the pain that can be caused by even 
discussing rumors if her husband becomes president hillary is first lady could make eleanor roosevelt seem 
timid i certainly would want her involved in some very clear and high level way in helping to solve the 
problems of this country he says maybe even a cabinet position she says america isn't ready for that it also 
doesn''t fit the kind of role that i want to play okay so you can look me in the eye and say in your heart of 
hearts you would not want to be secretary of education not by not appointed by my husband even trickier is 
whether she can continue her career as a high octane lawyer if i could figure out a way to keep the same 
balance that i've kept in arkansas i think that would be terrific those who see hillary strictly as an overly 
ambitious aggressive political animal are missing an important point her lifelong passionate dedication to 
issues involving families and children despite all the controversy there has been very little effort to tone her 
down hillary and bill clinton are running as a team and the american people will just have to get used to it tom 
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have to get used to it tom in american politics bill clinton countered his victories and bandaged his political 
wounds today after sweeping tuesday's primaries now within reach of the democratic nomination clinton 
fights on today on the front lines of a bitter illinois labor dispute nbc's andrea mitchell tonight for clinton 
jumping into the ugly caterpillar strike was a chance to position himself as the de facto nominee and contrast 
himself with george bush clinton plunged into a crowd of workers who began to be replaced this week i'm 
here today because they should not be permanently replaced for exercising their legal right to strike and we 
cannot protect that right until there's a change in the presidency clinton supports pending legislation that 
would prevent companies like caterpillar from replacing strikers legislation bush has promised to veto 


although clinton also met briefly with management his pitch to labor was time to appeal to the big union vote 
two weeks from now in pennsylvania the next primary state and what are you gonna do tomorrow when all 
these cameras are gone most of the workers were glad to get the attention for clinton it was a high profile 
performance to capitalize on his latest victories but the big win in new york had its downside two-thirds of the 
democrats didn't want clinton to be the nominee nearly half don't believe he's honest enough to be president 
i'm not interested in whether they love me or not i want them to respect me and i want them to want me to be 
their president clinton has a huge delegate lead two-thirds of the way to capturing the nomination still jerry 
brown won't quit even though it is now mathematically impossible for him to get the nomination brown hasn't 
even returned phone calls from the party chairman who made it clear on the today program that jerry brown 
should stop attacking clinton my wishes don't seem to be having a great deal of impact on governor brown 
i've said for a long time that that i want our campaign to be focused on issues and not personal attacks i think 
personal attacks only end up helping george bush the party is now falling in behind clinton the democratic 
chairman is lining up

earned it he's done awfully well so far tom thank you john beckham of course most of what happens in

callers to his dallas headquarters have begun ballot drives in the other 49 states organizers in boston 
however report a problem they don't know what their candidate stands for a lot of the activists that sign on 
sign your petition i want to know on certain key issues like anything from era to life choice or whatever and 
what are we supposed to ask admittedly that's somewhat of a problem beyond the one-liners and texas 
homilies perrault provides few specifics he deplores racism but doesn't have a position on affirmative action 
and how does he feel about a tax increase i don't know yet i don't have the numbers today under pressure 
he did lay out his solution to the 400 billion budget deficit proposing that rich people give up social security 


and medicare computerizing the irs to increase tax collection cutting 100 billion dollars from defense 
spending and saving a whopping 180 billion dollars by eliminating waste fraud and abuse 400 billion you 
haven't even broken a sweat sounds simple enough too simple say some economist i think when somebody 
mentions waste and fraud that's the last refuge of a scoundrel i think his plan is a joke perot promises he'll 
have all the answers by the time he officially becomes a candidate even without them he has to be taken 
seriously as one texas republican 
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seriously as one texas republican footage you don't get rich by being dumb lisa myers nbc news washington 
there is an edginess to america these days and much of it has to do with fear in the work voice white and 
blue-collar workers alike are anxious about their futures and tonight president bush is attempting to divide 
and conquer the labor movement with an executive order to curb union political power he has restricted the 
ability of unions to raise political money from union workers nbc's john cochran is at the white house now 
john tom the bush campaign is worried about losing blue-collar democrats who voted for both ronald reagan 
and george bush in the last three elections so the president took a calculated risk today when he confronted 
labor unions the president made it a high profile confrontation a rose garden ceremony with special guest 
harry beck an electronics technician who won a court fight to stop a union from using his dues for political 
purposes today bush issued directives making it easier to enforce that ban full implementation of this 
principle will guarantee that no american will have his job or livelihood threatened for refusing to contribute to 
political activities against his will by cracking down on labor support for democrats bush helps his party and 
himself especially with conservatives bush denies such ignoble motives but union leaders said there could 
be no other reason since unions are already obeying the law by this obSequious pandering to the ultra-right 
special interests of his party the president has given hypocrisy a bad name union politics are getting more 
attention because unions are getting more combative today kroger workers went on strike at 67 supermarket 
and convenience stores as in the caterpillar strike the company vows to hire replacement workers 
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vows to hire replacement workers today both sides in the caterpillar strike met with the federal mediator 
trying to end the walkout that has forced presidential candidates to take sides both jerry brown and bill clinton 
favor legislation that would prohibit employers from hiring permanent replacement workers i don't think it's 
fair to say workers have a right to strike and say that means the right to lose your job h ross perot a possible 
independent candidate usually talks straight but not today not on worker replacement legislation i wouldn't 
intervene but i would just talk to both sides president bush is clear-cut on this one he opposes legislation 
protecting the jobs of strikers that puts bush in direct opposition to clinton who today got the backing of top 
afl-cio leaders although bush may lose some union votes by taking a clear stand his aides think this helps his 
image because for a change on a domestic issue the president looks decisive lieutenant bush today was in 
another disaster area of the midwest the economic disaster around detroit as nbc's john cochran reports 
tonight this is the latest attempt by the white house to construct some kind of election-year domestic agenda 
the president was fishing hard today for swing voters he needs for re-election white working-class democrats 
who switched to ronald reagan and bush in the 80s but may go back to the democratic fold this fall the detroit

domestic initiatives or pseudo initiatives in the past week bush has rehashed old plans to make it easier for 
aids patients to get new drugs to crack down on unmarried welfare mothers and to make it harder for labor 
unions to contribute to democrats today the theme was job training on thursday it will be education but this 
domestic deluge has hit a snag sources say bush had hoped that tomorrow income tax day he could 
announce that he is easing the tax paperwork for small businesses but now in the fourth year of this 
presidency his staff doubts it can finish the details by tomorrow john cochran nbc news deborah michigan h 
ross perot the texas billionaire threatening to run for president today blasted president bush accusing him of 
public relation stunts in lieu of solutions perot for example called the president's trips to local schools goof 
what if you gave a party and nobody came what if you held an election and nobody came hardly anybody 
has come to the presidential primary elections this year voter turnout in the democratic primaries has 
dropped by 18 percent from the last presidential year and it wasn't much then republican turnout is down by 
4 percent the committee for the study of the american electorate says people do not like and trust the 
candidates curtis gans who runs the committee says the conduct of the campaign is probably at its lowest 
level of any primary campaign ever amen mr 
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of any primary campaign ever amen mr gans as this primary season wore on as bush and buchanan and 
clinton and brown and others shuffled from state to state more and more emphasis was put on quick killer 
television ads most voters saw only these men attacking each other on tv or read about their attacks in the 
newspapers so most voters stayed home best example the new york primary a media mud bath new york 
had the lowest turnout so far this year only seven percent of the eligible voters yet even in pastoral virginia 
last weekend turnout was the lowest in 20 years also the dissatisfaction rate is up for the voters who do vote 
polls of democratic voters show a huge drop in confidence in the candidates of their choice just about 
everybody is unhappy with this system of primary elections it costs too much it takes too long it's too 
dependent on too much advertising as they say in the country it's broke it needs fixing tom this is nbc nightly 
news with tom brokaw reporting tonight from nbc news headquarters in new york good evening now that 
there is a low on the presidential primary season more attention is shifting to h ross perot the texas billionaire 
threatening to run as an independent candidate and spend 100 million dollars of his own money at the 
moment he is more than a wild card president bush would win in election hill today according to a new nbc 
news wall street journal poll taken over the past four days but most voters did choose someone else 30 
percent bill clinton 26 percent perot a quarter of those surveyed thought that perot could actually win the

investigated perot's company electronic data systems claiming he was reaping excessive profits from 


government contracts if facts matter eds did a world-class job in saving medicare when perrault sold eds for 
2.5 billion dollars it was the largest processor of medicare and medicaid claims he had gotten rich off the 
welfare state and there's more in 1975 perot quietly went to the federal government for a special tax break 
late one night the house ways and means committee approved a huge one worth some 15 million dollars 
perot had contributed 27 000 to committee members he denies any connection you know i am sure that in 
every case we were asked to make a contribution it's that simple it's almost honk if you love jesus if you got 
you know money everybody wants your money however when the wall street journal revealed his 
contributions the tax break was killed even today perot stands to benefit from government handouts in a big 
way this is alliance airport in fort worth 
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this is alliance airport in fort worth the federal government spent 46 million dollars building it thanks primarily 
to perot's friend former house speaker jim wright i have never seen a major project move so rapidly from 
grain to reality perrow and his son donated the land for the airport but kept nearly 25 square miles of property 
surrounding it hoping to sell it to businesses attracted by the airport now the pros who also manage the 
airport want another 120 million dollars in government money to lengthen the runways the mayor of a 
neighboring town says it's a misuse of taxpayers money who is the biggest beneficiary of this project as i see 
it mr parole would benefit most pero and his son also are asking the federal government to declare this area 
the country's largest foreign trade zone which would give companies a financial incentive to locate here that

and then corruption takes over distrust in government is higher now than during watergate today 64 percent 
say that quite a few of the people running government are a little crooked 49 percent thought that in 1974. i 
say they bought on the edge of being corrupt and then when they get here that pushes them over the edge 
much of the anger is understandable a 400 billion dollar deficit government gridlock the recession but this 
recession isn't as bad as the one ten years ago and the malaise is much more profound even voters like bob 
scott who come to visit their nation's capital think the economy and the political system are stacked against 
them i think it's gotten screwed up to the extent that people with money and power beget people with money 
and power and there's no power to the people letting off steam serves a 
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to the people letting off steam serves a purpose to a point the problem is that most of the anger today is not 
constructive and until voters find a way to channel it in a way that forces real change they're likely to have a

we get a congress incapable of passing the simple plan that i presented almost two months ago a congress 
controlled by the democratic caucus which cannot manage a tiny bank or a tiny post office this month in a 
burst of activity bush unveiled a string of domestic programs without noting that these were old ideas he was 
rehashing his aides say originality is an overrated virtue the bush campaign is about to paint itself into a 
corner by insisting that old ideas are just as good as new ideas while at the same time trying to sell the 
president as the candidate of change back in this country the white house was in a very defensive mood 
today about a fundraising dinner scheduled for tuesday in washington a wisconsin executive claims that he 
was fired when he resisted his boss's pressure to contribute but as nbc's john cochran reports tonight this is 
a dinner that all but puts a for sale sign on the presidency they call it the president's dinner and you too can 
be there you just have to have deep pockets and hey don't worry about those troublesome limits the law puts 
on campaign contributions it says so right here in the invitation welcoming contributions exceeding the 
federal limit and that two thousand dollars is the minimum the president wants not the maximum the law puts 
a ceiling on donations to candidates but not to political parties the problem is the invitation suggests your 
money would help candidates every dollar raised by the president's dinner goes toward building a stronger 
republican presence in both the u s senate and the u s house of representatives what this document tells us 
is that the president is out soliciting money that is not legal under federal law but while wertheimer and the 
white house are arguing over what's legal you could be

two tables you're eligible for a white house reception but fundraisers beware a wisconsin man alleges in a 
lawsuit that he lost his job after refusing his company's demand to contribute to the president's dinner the 
company denies that but admits it has reprimanded a manager who aggressively solicited contributions so 
no rough stuff but if you can raise 92 thousand dollars for the dinner you get your picture with the president 
but remember your benefits are based on receipts john cochran nbc news the white house president bush is 
in charlotte north carolina tonight raising a half million dollars for his re-election campaign and as he headed 
for charlotte the president commented on reports an illinois executive was fired for failing to contribute to 
another presidential fundraiser i've read some allegations that concern me very much because we ought not 
there should not be coercion in fundraising it's outrageous and i pride myself on a good clean record in this 
regard but despite the president's assurances invitations to a dinner in his name tomorrow night specifically 
tell contributors not to worry about federal limits and as nbc's lisa myers tells us now that dinner and other 
recent developments have refocused attention on money which is often called the mother's milk of politics 
lisa tom reforms after watergate limited contributions to candidates to one thousand dollars however both 
political parties are using a loophole to raid huge sums of money called soft money critics say this big money 
talks february 25th george bush is in san francisco to raise money a top fundraiser complains to the 


president that because of the drought the interior department has refused to release any federally subsidized 
water to california farmers ten days later the president announced that billions of gallons of cheap federal 
water would be pumped into california aqueducts the change in policy came only 10 days

i'm not entitled to any any any any credit but i am happy that agriculture got some water because i think that 
that was only fair and proper the decision also must have pleased james w boswell who along with his 
company has given 125 000 to the republican party since 1988. the boswell company operates one of the 
largest farms in the san joaquin valley that gets this subsidized water when president bush releases water to 
these growers they are one of the biggest recipients and that is not the first time the boswell company 
benefited from a bush administration decision in 1989 the administration allowed the boswell company to 
skirt a new law intended to prevent water subsidies from going to wealthy farmers a decision worth millions 
of dollars a report by the public interest group common cause finds that the boswell case is part of a pattern 
huge campaign donors are getting special access special influence and special treatment at a minimum 
they're getting the appearance of influence buying and they may well be getting more since 1988 the 
republican party has raised more than 70 million dollars in soft money these big contributions would be illegal 
if given directly to a candidate but they're legal when given to party organizations which then can spend the 
money to help candidates including the president most soft money comes from individuals known as team 
one hundred who contributed one hundred thousand dollars or more two of the top givers dwayne andreas 
and his company archer daniels midland 652 thousand dollars henry kravis and his partners at colbert kravis 
and roberts 505 thousand dollars the people who give that kind of money uh give it uh with the expectation of 
a return and unfortunately if the candidate wants to be re-elected 
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to be re-elected he makes the return although there is no way of knowing whether any contribution bought a 
final result some big contributors appear to have gotten some return andreas and archer daniels midland 
benefited big time from the administration's controversial decision to extend ethanol subsidies and there is 
this tiny airport in denver front range airport which last month received a 35 million dollar faa grant who 
benefits developers owning the land around front range led by publicity shy william lloyd davis who's 
contributed 176 thousand dollars in soft money howard leach a bush fundraiser and member of team 100 
defends the system the cause and effect just just isn't there many these people are contributing in 
substantial amounts because i believe they believe in good government the fact that they are also involved in 
business or relationship with the government some other way is just a fact of life today neither these team 
100 members who received favorable treatment nor republican party officials would be interviewed about this 
the president has promised to veto a campaign reform bill which would outlaw these huge contributions 
president bush has been hammered by this troubled economy and the earlier false signs of recovery as 
nbc's john cochran tells us now the president is trying for another fresh start john tom as much as he would 
like to the president is not quite ready to say the recession is history what bush did try was to boost 
consumer confidence in the economy and george bush and i think most people would say the two percent 
growth is not recessionary and there's some areas that are still hurting but clearly this is a good sign bush is 
cautious because last year he got stung by a phony economic recovery after the desert storm war so the 
only victory bush is claiming now is political not economic he told campaign workers that today's 
pennsylvania primary will assure his nomination but his campaigning is sluggish last night at a north carolina 
fundraiser 
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night at a north carolina fundraiser bush drew only 300 republicans instead of the thousands his aides 
wanted today he tried to gin up some enthusiasm but i'll be damned if i'm gonna roll over for a lot of these 
outrageous charges that are coming out of the opposition day in and day out we don't have to take that the 


most damaging charge is that he is a domestic incompetent so bush is focusing on domestic policy this week 
cutting back on government red tape in his state of the union address bush announced a 90-day freeze on 
new regulations nbc news has learned that tomorrow bush will extend that freeze another three months bush 
is claiming credit again for something he claimed credit for more than four years ago and when you go to the 
country now mr vice president what specific achievement of the reagan years do you take credit for 
significant achievement well i i'm pleased that i headed the deregulation task force i happen to think we've 
lifted the burden from governments and from businesses and helped stimulate the economy but some voters 
doubt that deregulation stimulates anything except unsafe conditions and unemployment ask airline workers 
whose companies folded during the decade of deregulation and the president may find that many other 
voters simply don't care about deregulation especially voters looking for radical change especially voters 
looking carefully at ross perot tom thank you john and nbc's andrea mitchell now is covering the democratic 
side where bill clinton's strong pennsylvania showing is tempered considerably by what lies ahead for him 
andrea tom pennsylvania was always going to be a sure thing for clinton an easy victory he had hoped a 
solid win would propel him toward the convention and beyond i'm the only candidate but the clinton camp 
was rocked this morning by a los angeles times poll showing him trailing both george bush and ross perot in 
california the next big primary state i haven't done a very good job of it i intend to do a better job you can help 
me today will you really do that governor are you going to do anything differently it's going to keep 
campaigning 
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campaigning yeah i'm going to talk less about politics and more about people i'm going to get back to what 
got me into this race in the first place in fact clinton did well in pennsylvania by focusing on george bush and 
appealing directly to disenchanted voters you don't need four more years of certain slow economic decline 
while you're being told that things are better when they're not you don't need that he ignored jerry brown and 
so did most voters an important factor in this heavily union state the endorsement belatedly of labor leaders 
who had opposed him and with someone i consider to be one of my newest and i think it's going to be one of 
one of our best friends as people got to know clinton better they seem to like him in pennsylvania 64 of 
democrats voting today said they think clinton has the honesty to be president compared to only 49 of new 
york democrats who thought he was honest but there are still problems a majority of the democrats want 
someone else to enter the race one in four in both parties said they'd choose ross perot in the fall clinton's 
reaction to that well he hasn't had the negative publicity i have and he says a lot of the things i've been 
saying clinton now turns to party leaders to help him overcome people's doubts but other democrats 
including pennsylvania's governor still have reservations bill clinton has got to address this character 
problem he's got to do it himself politicians can't do it for him endorsements can't do it for him it's between 
him and the american people for the first time since becoming a candidate clinton will visit capitol hill 
tomorrow hoping to make members of congress who are important delegates at the convention feel more at 
ease about him appearing at the capitol is a calculated risk given the way people feel about congress these 
days tom thanks andrea ross perot has problems most people don't know who he is he's never been elected 
to anything on the other hand he's got all the money in the world and he's a terrific organizer a pro 
presidential campaign could cost him 100 million dollars not all that much for a man that rich he wouldn't 
have to spend anything on 
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wouldn't have to spend anything on primaries or a convention so most of his money would be spent on 
television advertising first life story ads who is ross perot theme ads why is this man running during the 
democratic and republican conventions uh ross could those ads could say what ross perot would do if 
elected in the fall he could run ads on why he would be a better choice than either of the others the others 
might run ads saying perrault is just a rich loudmouth trying to buy the presidency that might not work david 
sawyer a highly regarded political consultant points out that being rich never hurt nelson rockefeller or other 
wealthy candidates the voters say better his money than ours no government experience sawyer says the 
kind of experience perot does have may be just what the voters want this year perot's race would be run 


almost totally on and for television traditional grassroots party organizations can't guarantee success in a 
television campaign money can help a lot and ross perot could outspend everybody this is of course a 
terrible system for electing presidents but the system was terrible before ross perot came along who can 
blame him if he decided to take advantage of it tom thank you john election day this time pennsylvania and 
once again we hear the voices of the people so far this year we know almost everyone is unhappy with the 
choices and voter turnout is running lower than ever our national correspondent bob kerr went to coraopolis 
pennsylvania to see if the voters accept any of the blame we don't get involved we don't listen we don't pay 
attention uh it's just that simple and i guess we're all at fault because there's a what's in it for me attitude that 
permeates the country wayne foley a westinghouse executive and his wife sue a homemaker two of their 
four children still live at home john cerretti not only a proud husband and father 
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and father but also a high school dropout who's become a successful car dealer and kathy boots who keeps 
an eye on three children with husband mark a pilot for us air they all live on parliament drive near pittsburgh 
they all vote and like so many americans they are frustrated with government there appears to be a a major 
struggle right now uh between our our two political parties that is uh literally rendering our our government's 
ability to uh function it's it's just not working the people of parliament drive know that they are partly to blame 
for creating the government gridlock that frustrates them at one time or another they voted to keep 
democrats in control of congress and a republican president in the white house if there's gridlock aren't you 
part of the problem i think that's a bit simplistic i don't want to go so far as to say that because that is part of 
our traditional check and balance system mark and kathy complain about the power of special interest 
money on politicians money from political action committees pacs but mark would not want to stop his pact 
the airline pilots association from giving money and exerting influence and neighbor wayne foley also seems 
to want it both ways he wants government to be as efficient as his company but knows that federal budget 
cuts would mean fewer contracts for westinghouse whenever the government is going to cut back it's cut 
back somewhere else but don't cut my particular issue or interest back and car dealer john cerretti like his 
neighbors would be wary of any tax plan that called for more sacrifice i would have to see a plan that would 
enable us to see exactly where our dollars are going and no one has presented that plan in any real visible 
form when we were growing up president kennedy said ask not what your country can do for you 
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ask not what your country can do for you ask what you can do for your country is that still alive i don't think 
so i am i'm afraid it's not i think that too many people feel that it'll get done regardless of what they do and 
well whatever happens is going to happen no matter what i do it's not going to have an effect you know 
unless it's going to really pertain to you at that moment we get busy in our lives and we feel like hey you 
know let's let that go they say it would take an inspirational leader or an extreme threat to move them to unite 
them i think that was easy during the gulf war whenever there was a common enemy and an enemy like 
apathy is very difficult to to fight and identify it's as much a challenge to voters on parliament drive as it is to 
those who would lead them bob kerr nbc news coreopolis pennsylvania venue primary with 57 percent of the 
vote and those are numbers that congressional democrats understand so he got a warm welcome on capitol 
hill today where he also offered some lessons in survival nbc's andrea mitchell was with the governor andrea 
tom with his victory in pennsylvania bill clinton now has two-thirds of the delegates needed for the nomination 
he came to capitol hill to get more it was a triumphant candidate who arrived to claim the victor spoils the 
blessing of congressional leaders who are also convention delegates you are on your way and you will be 
our nominee and you will be the next president of the united states bill clinton 275 members of congress are 
convention delegates making the capital a bigger primary than any state but california now apparently 
unstoppable clinton was endorsed today by 31 some of whom had previously opposed him in the past clinton 
has annoyed members of congress by criticizing perks and pay raises while it is true that i have been critical 
in the past of some things that have happened in the congress as i think the congress members themselves 
have 
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members themselves have the essential truth is that we're not going to turn this country around until we have 
a president and a congress jointly committed to change things have changed since congressmen thought 
clinton's troubles would drag them down they're now in worse shape than he is his advice to house 
democrats sinking under the weight of successive scandals i said you know the only the best way to deal 
with the problems people have with the congress is to change to avoid getting too cozy with the washington 
insiders voters love to hate clinton rushed off to a better photo op children at a church day care center while 
house leaders wrestled with their latest nightmare a subpoena from the special prosecutor investigating the 
house bank for all the bank records even from members who didn't bounce checks speaker tom foley said 
the prosecutor has no right to such a sweeping search republicans seized on his opposition as another 
opportunity to embarrass foley every single time we've gotten to the next turn in the road he's been on the 
side of not opening up not disclosing and not trying to investigate what does clinton think the democrats 
should do about the subpoena my advice would be to comply today's bruising fight over the house bank 
could explain why this was clinton's first visit to congress since becoming a candidate he probably won't be 
back anytime soon tom thanks andrea president bush did some campaigning of his own today from the rose 
garden outside the office but the president seemed to be running against himself nbc's john cochran is at the 
white house tonight john tom the kindler gentler president today met the ruthless red tape cutting president 
and the ruthless one carried the day announcing he would extend his ban on new government regulations 
through the summer bush said health and safety rules should not be permitted to hamper economic recovery 
and some safety rules he said are actually dangerous listen closely to this if government mandates uh make 
ladders more and more costly to consumers 
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costly to consumers for just for example more people will turn to cheaper substitutes and they'll climb up on 
chairs or step stools which are far less safe the invited audience mostly business executives may have been 
baffled by the warning about killer chairs but bush's attack on rules and regulations went down well with one 
big exception an environmentalist who was invited by mistake condemned bush's deregulation campaign 
what this represents is really a wholesale handout to the american business community instead of an effort 
to make sure that regulations protect the environment and stimulate economic growth and new businesses 
privately senior bush aides were enraged that someone fouled up by inviting krupp publicly a top aide 
compared crops criticism to communism the statements that were made that represent an old style approach 
that has been rendered obsolete the collapse of communism in eastern europe is a good example of what 
command and control systems generate environmentalists would have been even unhappier if they had 
known what senior aides have told nbc news sources say bush's environmental administrator bill riley is 
losing a bitter fight with vice president quayle over clean air regulations senior aides believe bush agrees 
with quail that no public notice is required before companies raise pollution levels a spokesman insists that 
voters agree with bush that there are too many government regulations tom thank you john well if there's one 
thing that george bush and bill clinton might agree on it is ross perot he still has not formally announced for 
the presidency but as nbc's jim cummins reports tonight his supporters are getting more excited with every 
passing day ross perot continues to insist he's not running for president yet today he was in his dallas office 
no public appearances but he did some talk radio and live tv meanwhile perot's supporters were busy trying 
to get him on the ballot in all 50 states in buffalo parole coordinators expected 
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in buffalo parole coordinators expected a hundred people to work as volunteers in the campaign 600 showed 
up we don't have very many tire kickers there they really want to be involved in this thing all kinds of people 
in los angeles bill myers a refrigerator repairman and brent davis a financial planner are leading the petition 
drive people are talking about the landslide of borough it's more like an avalanche everybody is is coming 
over yes it seems like everyone is coming over this is the candidates [Music] at this rally in fort worth texas 
perot supporters got a chance on videotape to tell the billionaire businessman why they like him they say 


you're not a politician we don't need another politician they also see what they want to see in the man rap 
singer curly believes bro is compassionate the guy has a big heart and he seems like he's the type of person 
who will try to give anything or do anything he can to try to help people out but that's not the parole mark 
green sees people have done business with him he's mean he's ruthless you know he does what needs to 
be done to get the job done they are republicans and democrats all of them are bashing george bush now 
the president's campaign manager in texas promises no more free ride for ross perot so we're not going to 
be good boys and be quiet because he doesn't want us to tell what his record has been up to date we're 
going to talk about it but it appears perrault supporters will wait to size up their horse after they get him into 
the race [Music] jim cummins nbc news dallas bill clinton was in washington today we don't know whether he 
drove by the white house checking out the real estate but he is standing taller than many people thought he 
would at this point and that's the subject of john chancellor's commentary from new york now john tom 
remember the mr bill number on saturday night live the doll that got punched out every week mr bill this year

when bill clinton gets in the jam he says dumb things i tried marijuana but didn't inhale qualifies for the dumb 
answer hall of fame then came the congressional democrats many of whom are desperately worried about 
their own re-election chances the last thing they want is any trace of scandal in their presidential candidate 
they would run with mother teresa if that would save their skins they tried to clinton with talk of a brokered 
convention that failed and today when clinton visited the congress there were scenes of florentine insincerity 
as reluctant democrats rallied around the candidate some of bill clinton's problems are his own fault but not 
all some in the press overplayed his troubles some democrats tried to knife him and he's still on his feet as 
one republican handler said recently this is a guy who can take a punch 
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
